RAILROADS EMPLOY MANY MEN 


Other Industries and Business 


Concerns that Attract Vis­ 


itor's Attention 


It may be of interest to the visiting 
Eagles to know something of the indus­ 
tries which give life to Brainerd and i 
make it one of the coming cities of 
Central Minnesota, as well as to learn 
something of the business enterprises 
which flourish here. 
• 
‘Brainerd is facing a marvelous era of 
grow th;” said a leading Duluth man, 
formerly of Brainerd, recently, “ only , 
she does not know it.” 
The eyes of! 
the iron men of the United States are 
turned toward the city of Brainerd as 
the metropolis of the Cuyuna range, 
one of the probable principal sources 
of supply'of th a t indispensable metal. 
The Cuyuna range is yet in its in­ 
fancy. 
It has not yet begun to be pro­ 
ductive, but nevertheless 
capitalists 
from the iron districts of Pennsylvania 
and the east in general are eagerly 
seeking for acreage on the range and 
are investing freely and heavily in 
prospecting and developing work. 
It 
is beyond the scope of this article to 
discuss in detail the Cuyuna or its de­ 
velopments, but the fact th a t the Nor­ 
thern Pacific railrokd paid about $40,- 
000 for 40 acres of land which it had 
previously sold for $280, goes farther 
than volumes of reports to show th at 
the range has a future. 
The railroad 
has spurs surveyed to two shafts now 
in the course of construction by the 
Rogers-Brown 
Ore 
company. 
One 
other shaft is down to paying mineral 
and others will, it is said be com­ 
menced in the near future. 
1 he Nor­ 
thern Pacific has also invested heavily 
in other lands on the Cuyuna range. 
But Brainerd’s future prosperity is 
not dependent upon the Cuyuna range 
alone. 
The monthly pay rolls of the 
railroad interests in this city for the 
past year have averaged an aggregate 
of about $80,(UK) per month. 
Of 
se 
the shops alone have had an average 
pay roll of about $60,000, the foundry, 
yards, depot employees and Minnesota 
& International 
raidroad’s pay roll 
making up the balance. 


RAILROAD SHOPS 
Although there are other m anufact­ 
uring 
industries 
in 
Brainerd 
which 
would be considered as of the highest 
im portance and would be featured in 
the w rite-ups <»f most cities the size of 
Brainerd, they are so overshadowed by 
the immensity of the N orthern Pacific 
railroad c o m p a n y ’s shops in this city 
th at they are often utterly ignored. 
The shops are the heaviest on the sys­ 
tem and one of the best plants in the 
U nited States. 
Every branch of re­ 
pair work and construction except in 
passenger coaches is conducted in this 
city and the plant covers «bout 80 acres 
of land. 
The entire value of the plant 
is estim ated at $3,000 000, the company 
having added over a quarter of a mil­ 
lion of dollars to its investm ent here in 
the year 1908, erecting eight large 
buildings and equipping them with up 
to date machinery. 
The average num­ 
ber of men employed in the shop and 
store departm ents of the city for the 
past year was about 1200, while the 
N orthern Pacific foundry employed an 
average of 200 more. 
The average pay 
roll of the shops, including the store 
departm ent was about $60,000 per month 
during the past year. 
The plant is 
running full hours and with a full com­ 
plem ent of men and while there was 
the usual w inter curtailm ent of hours 
and reduction of outside men during 
the past w inter Brainerd scarcely felt 
the hard times, as compared with the 
effects in other places. 
One thing in regard to the shops and 
the shop men of Brainerd to which 
every citizen points with pride is the 
intelligent, saving, orderly and law 
abiding character of its people and es­ 
pecially of the men in the shops. 
In 
very few if any towns in the United 
S tates where there are as large bodies 
of men employed is there as little fric­ 
tion between the men and the officials. 
Brainerd has been afflicted with few 
strikes, and of the few which have oc­ 
curred practically all have originated 
either on other parts of the N orthern 
Pacific system or on other system s. 
D uring the few strikes which have oc­ 
curred 
there 
has been nothing ap­ 
proaching rioting and little even of the 
rowdyism which so frequently is an ac­ 
companiment of labor disagreem ents. 
This is largely because, not only of the 
willingness of both the men and the 
officials to try to get together on all 
points of difference, but also of the 
fact th at a large portion of the men 
are owners of their own homes and 
men of substance in the community, 
taking a deep interest in the affairs of 
the municipality and county. 


Nf'KTHF.RN PACIFIC FOUNDRY 
The industry in Brainerd next in mag­ 
nitude to the Northern Pacific shr»ps is 
the N orthern Pacific foundry. 
This in­ 
stitution is owned by Parker & Topping 
and has the contract for all the cast­ 
ings used by the railroad company east 
of Helena, Mont., and furnishes many 
of those used west of there. 
Last year the foundry employed an 
average of 185 men and had a monthly 
pay roll of about $12,000 per month. 
Castings of the largest size, including 
huge locomotive cylinders Hnd wheels j 
are turned out here. 
The senior mem­ 
ber of the firm is C. 
N. Parker, of 
this city who is a director and stoefc-1 
holder in the Citizen’s S tate Bank and 
also a heavy property owner in other 
lines. 
H. W. Topping, the junior mem- j 
her, resides in St. Paul, w here the 
company also has an office. 
In addition to these there are a num­ 
ber of minor industries which contri­ 
bute regularly to the wealth of Brain­ 
erd. 
Among her m anufacturing inter­ 
ests probably the largest pay roll is 
th at of the 


summer, divided into tw o shifts, the 
plant running day and night. 
During 
the winter months a crew of from 50 
to 60 men is employed. 
The pay roll 
at present amounts to about $1500 p ir 
month. 
For some tirm* the company 
has talked of establishing a paper mill 
in this city and th at they intern! to do 
so in the near future is indicated by 
the fa<*t that when the lease of the city 
on w ater power to the ex ten t of 500 
horse power, which is used for the pur­ 
pose of furnishing the city with elec­ 
tric lights, expired last March, the 
company refused the lease for any set 
period of time, only consenting to fur­ 
nish power with the privilege of dis­ 
continuing a t any tim e with six months 
notice. 
In fact one of the officials 
stated to the city authorities that the 
company, if its plans m atured as ex­ 
pected, hoped to need the entire power 
of the river for its own use in the near

Something of the Enterprises 
Which Give Life to our 
Thriving City 


RAILROADS EMPLOY MANY MEN 


Other Industries and Business 
Concerns that Attract Vis­ 
itor’s Attention 
It may be of interest to the visiting 
Eagles to know something of the indus­ 
tries which give life to Brainerd and 
make it one of the coming cities of 
Central Minnesota, as well as to learn 
something of the business enterprises 
which flourish here. 
» 
‘Brainerd is facing a marvelous era of 
growth;” said a leading Duluth man, 
formerly of Brainerd, recently, “only 
she does not know it.” The eyes of 
the iron men of the United States are 
turned toward the city of Brainerd as 
the metropolis of the Cuyuna range, 
one of the probable principal sources 
of supply^of that indispensable metal. 
The Cuyuna range is yet in its in­ 
fancy. It has not yet begun to be pro­ 
ductive, but nevertheless capitalists 
from the iron districts of Pennsylvania 
and the east in general are eagerly 
seeking for acreage on the range and 
are investing freely and heavily in 
prospecting and developing work. 
It 
is beyond the scope of this article to 
discuss in detail the Cuyuna or its de­ 
velopments, but the fact that the Nor­ 
thern Pacific railroad paid about $40,- 
000 for 40 acres of land which it had 
previously sold for $250, goes farther 
than volumes of reports to show that 
the range has a future. The railroad 
has spurs surveyed to two shafts now 
in the course of construction by the 
Rogers-Brown 
Ore 
company. One 
other shaft is down to paying mineral 
and others will, it is said . be com-' 
menced in the near future. The Nor­ 
thern Pacific has also invested heavily 
in other lands on the Cuyuna range. : 
But Brainerd’s future prosperity is 
not dependent upon the Cuyuna range 
alone. The monthly pay rolls of th e ; 
railroad interests in this city for the j 
past year have averaged an aggregate 
of about $80,000 per month. 
Of tl^se ; 
the shops alone have had an average 
pay roll of about $60,000, the foundry, 
yards, depot employees and Minnesota 
& International raidroad’s pay roll 
making up the balance. 


RAILROAD SHOPS 
Although there are other manufact­ 
uring industries in Brainerd which j 
would be considered as of the highest 
importance and would he featured in j 
the write-ups of most cities the size of 
Brainerd, they are so overshadowed by J 
the immensity of the Northern Pacific 
railroad company’s shops in this city 
that they are often utterly ignored. I 
The shops are the heaviest on the sys­ 
tem and one of the best plants in the 
United States. Every branch of re -! 
pair work and construction except in 
passenger coaches is conducted in this 
city and the plant covers fibout 80 acres 
of land. The entire value of the plant 
is estimated at $3,000 OOO, the company 
having added over a quarter of a mil­ 
lion of dollars to its investment here in 
the year 1908, erecting eight l^rge 
buildings and equipping them with up 
to date machinery. The average num­ 
ber of men employed in the shop and 
store departments of the city for the 
past year was about 1200, while the 
Northern Pacific foundry employed an 
average of 200 more. The average pay 
roll of the shops, including the store 
department was about $60,000 per month 
during the past year. The plant is 
running full hours and with a full com­ 
plement of men and while there was 
the usual winter curtailment of hours 
and reduction of outside men during 
the past winter Brainerd scarcely felt 
the hard times, as compared with the 
effects in other places. 
One thing in regard to the shops and 
the shop men of Brainerd to which 
every citizen points with pride is the 
intelligent, saving, orderly and law 
abiding character of its people and es­ 
pecially of the men in the shops. 
In 
very few if any towns in the United 
States where there are as large bodies 
of men employed is there as little fric­ 
tion between the men and the officials. 
Brainerd has been afflicted with few 
strikes, and of the few which have oc­ 
curred practically all have originated 
either on other parts of the Northern 
Pacific system or on other systems. 
During the few strikes which have oc­ 
curred there has been nothing ap­ 
proaching rioting and little even of the 
Rowdyism which so, frequently is an ac­ 
companiment of labor disagreements. 
This is largely because, not only of the 
willingness of both the men and the 
officials to try to get together on all 
points of difference, but also of the 
fact that a large portion of the men 
are owners of their own homes and 
men of substance in the community, 
taking a deep interest in the affairs of 
the municipality and county. 


NORTHERN PACIFIC FOUNDRY 
The industry in Brainerd next in mag­ 
nitude to the Northern Pacific simps is 
the Northern Pacific foundry. This in­ 
stitution is owned by Parker & Topping 
and has the contract for all the cast­ 
ings used by the railroad company east 
of Helena, Mont., and furnishes many 
of those used west of there. 
Last year the foundry employed an 
average of 185 men and had a monthly 
pay roll of about $12,000 per month. 
Castings of the largest size, including 
huge locomotive cylinders and wheels j 
are turned out here. The senior mem­ 
ber of the firm is C. N. Parker, of 
this city who is a director and stock­ 
holder in tho Citizen’s State Bank and 
also a heavy property owner in other 
lines. 
H. W. Topping, the junior mem­ 
ber, resides in St. Paul, where the 
company also has an office. 
In addition to these there are a num­ 
ber of minor industries which contri­ 
bute regularly to the wealth of Brain­ 
erd. 
Among her manufacturing inter­ 
ests probably the largest pay roll is 
that of the 


BRAINERD LUMBER AND MER. CO. 
This corporation was organized a few 
months ago to take over the cedar pole 
and tie business of Geo. A. McKinley. 
With this has been consolidated tie 
shingle and saw mill run last year by 
Mr. Adcock in connection with the bus­ 
iness of Mr. McKinley, also two large 
stocks of general merchandise, one 
from Mankato and one from Minnea­ 
polis. The capital stock of the corpor­ 
ation is $100,000, in shares of $100 each 
and is fully paid up. The officers of 
the company are as follows:

They are the Brainerd Grocery 
company, which handles all classes of 
groceries, grocers sundries, etc., Al­ 
bert Angel, who does a wholesale busi- 
nessjin flour and feed and the John 
Coates liquor company, and Geo. E. 
Gardner, who |do a wholesale liquor 
business. 
There are confectionery stores scat­ 
tered throughout various parts of the 
city, the largest being those of Louis 
F. Hohman, R. D. King, J. A. McColl, 
J. A. Stepp and Harry Van Sickle. 
The < ity is also well supplied with 
hotels and boarding houses. The lead- 
hotel is the Rhnsford, the only “$2 and 
up” hotel in the city, and it is well 
kept and well patronized.

THE PULP MILL 
Another of 
Brainerd’s industries 
which means much for the city is the 
pulp mill of the Northwest Paper com­ 
pany. This plant, which is established 
on the west bank of the Mississippi 
river in the northern portion of the 
city, is one of the Northwest Paper 
company's plants which are scattered 
through northern Minnesota and Wis­ 
consin, with headquarters at Cloquet. 
The company now controls the entire 
water power of the Mississippi river at 
Brainerd. At present the plant here 
is turning out about 25 tons of pulp per 
I day which is shipped to various points 
i in Minnesota and Wisconsin. There

Another good opening in this city 
is for a wood working establishment. 
In this co: nection we might state that 
the Brainerd Lumber and Mercantile 
Co. has a large amount of hard wood 
suitable for furniture, wooden ware, 
etc., and will be pleased to hear from 
any practical men interested in this line 
of enterprises. 
The indications all point to cheap 
power in the near future which will be 
available from the Crow Wing river for 
the use of manufacturers.

SAVING WATER FOR NIAGARA. 


Plan to Limit Use of Falls and Chicago 
Canal Supply. 
A re[K>rt by the international water 
ways commission was made to the Ca­ 
nadian parliament the other day. 
It 
deals with the effect on great lakes 
levees ‘*f the contemplated enlarge 
nient of the Chicago drainage canal, 
the preservation of the scenic beauty 
of Niagara falls and the exportation 
of power from Canada to the United 
States. 
The American and Canadian 
sections of the commission are unani* 
mous in their findings. They advise 
stringent limitations on the umount of 
water which may be diverted b7 the 
Chicago canal und the amount to be 
diverted to power purposes at Niagara. 
In reference to the Chicago drainage 
canal, the joint commission recom­ 
mends that the government of the 
United States prohibit the diversion 
of more than 10,000 cubic feet of water 
per second for the cuual, that amount 
being considered sufficient for the san­ 
itary purposes of the city for all time, 
and to provide for the largest naviga 
ble waterway from Lake Michigan tc 
the Mississippi river, which has been 
considered by congress. After review 
ing the history of the agitation to pre 
serve the scenic effects of the falls the 
commission reached the following con­ 
clusions: 
That it would be a sacrilege to de­ 
stroy the scenic effect of the Niagara 
fails. 
More than 30,600 cubic feet per sec­ 
ond on the Canadian side of the river 
and 18.5(H) cubic feet per second on 
the United States, Including diversions 
for power purposes on the Erie ca 
nal, cannot in* diverted without in­ 
jury to Niagara falls as a whole. The 
commission therefore recommends that 
the diversion of 
water 
lie 
limited 
to these amounts respectively, and in 
addition thereto a diversion for sani 
tary purp* >. s not to exceed 10,000 eu 
hie feet | r second ! e authorised for 
the Chi ; go tl.aiuuge canal.

Plan to Lim it Ute of Falls and Chicago 
Canal Supply. 


A report by the international water­ 
ways commission was made to the Ca­ 
nadian parliament the other day. It 
deals with the effect on great lakes 
levees of the contemplated enlarge 
ment of the Chicago drainage canal, 
the preservation of the scenic beauty 
of Niagara falls and the exportation 
of power from Canada to the United 
States. 
The American and Canadian 
sections of the commission are unank 
mous in their findings. 
They advise 
stringent limitations on the amount of 
water which may be diverted by the 
Chicago canal and the amount to be 
diverted to power purposes at Niagara. 
In reference to the Chicago drainage 
canal, the joint commission recom­ 
mends that the government of the 
United States prohibit the diversion 
of more than 10,000 cubic feet of water 
per second for the canal, that amount 
being considered sufficient for the san­ 
itary purposes of the city for all time, 
and to provide for the largest naviga 
ble waterway from Lake Michigan tc 
the Mississippi river, which has been 
considered by congress. After review 
ing the history of the agitation to pre­ 
serve the scenic effects of the falls the 
commission reached the following con­ 
clusions: 
That it would be a sacrilege to de­ 
stroy the scenic effect of the Niagara 
falls. 
More than 3<3.6oo cubic feet per sec­ 
ond on the Canadian side of the river 
and 18.500 cubic feet per second on 
the United States, including diversions 
for power purposes on the Erie ca 
nal, cannot be diverted without in­ 
jury to Niagara falls as a whole. The 
commission therefore recommends that

The Roosevelt boomers are counting

! te r’s name before the convention in 
a forceful manner.

I expressed by Mr. Phillips that the 
boom which he is engineering for 
j Roosevelt is growing.

rates, 
which shall be applied automatically 
to the trade of other countries in ac­ 
cordance with their treatment of our 
trade. 
“The minimum should represent the 
normal

of

quired for the benefit of our own in­ 
dustries. 
The aim and purpose of the 
Republican policy is not only to pre­ 
serve, without excessive duties, that

farmers and producers are entitled, 
but also to maintain the high standard 
of living of the wage earners of this 
country who are more direct benefi­ 
ciaries of the protective system.
